THE YEAR IN HISTORY 


The first Monday in June of 1966 marked the beginning of 
the 329th consecutive year of our Company’s existence. Since 
the report of this June Day is recorded in the preceding Annual 
Record we will not repeat it here. We will, however, continue 
the custom of reporting a few events that occurred in the span 
covered by this Record. 

As always we are prefacing our Annual Record with a list 
of the highlights of history that occurred during the Company 
year from June 1966 to June 1967. It is hoped these vignettes 
may prove of interest to future generations. 

The war in Viet Nam continues but the folks at home are 
becoming increasingly inquisitive as to the whys of the expensive 
operation. And in the same part of the world Mao Tse-tung’s 
“Great Proletarian Cultural Revolution” begins. 

Also on the war front, 1967 was the year of the Six Day 
War between the Israelis and the Arabs. 

In the medical world, Medicaid and Medicare came into 
being, and a treatment for leukemia was announced. 

Florida called a two-year moratorium on capital punish- 
ment, an action which spread throughout the country. 

America’s new culture, the “hippie” way of life, blossoms 
forth with a sort of convention, called a “be-in” at San Francisco's 
Golden Gate Park. 

In the world of television it was announced that all net- 
work shows would be broadcast in color, and on an international 
level the Kennedy Tariff Cuts were found to have stimulated a 
huge growth in World Trade. 

In the world of motion pictures this changing medium had 
a brief shot in the arm by producing “Bonnie and Clyde”, a 
bloody tale of bank robbery in the depression years. The picture 
industry also learned that more than 60% of their theatre au- 
diences were 30 years of age or younger. 

So much for contemporary occurrences, and now we pro- 


ceed to the election of officers for the year June 1966 to June

In flight we 
were served a full course dinner, beverages and of course, break- 
fast in the morning.

Our plane landed about mid-morning at Schwechat, air- 
port of Vienna. We were assisted through customs and then 
greeted by civil and military officials, after which we proceeded 
to the Intercontinental Hotel. Luncheon was served in the hotel 
and afternoon was at leisure for resting or getting acquainted 
with this lovely old city. Vienna, founded in the year 10 A.D., 
is the capital of Austria, the cultural center of Europe for cen- 
turies and the music center of the world. 

In the evening we took the Vienna-by-night tour and 
stopped at Grinzing where we had a typical Viennese meal, and 
sampled native wines at the famous Altes House Restaurant. 
Also we stopped at the Prater, an amusement center where we 
rode on what is reputed to be the largest “Ferris” wheel in the 
world. 

The last stop was a fashionable night club and then back 
to the Hotel, a happy but exhausted group.

This dramatically placed feudal 
castle built on the lake shore was constructed between the 11th 
and 13th centuries. It is now a museum and we prowled through 
its impressive apartments and moldy dungeons. 

Returning to the hotel in Geneva, we prepared for the even- 
ing reception to local military and civil dignitaries. The recep- 
tion was followed by a semi-formal dinner in “Les Continents 
Room.”

This was Sunday and the last day of our Fall Field Day 
Tour of Duty. We attended Protestant and Catholic Church 
services early in the morning, and transferred to Cointrin Air- 
port for departure to Boston. 

We boarded our Lufthansa chartered jet and took off season- 
ably, but unfortunately all did not go well. One of the engines 
malfunctioned and it is not permitted to leave the continent on 
three engines. Consequently, we flew in great circles while the 
pilots dumped tons of fuel out of the plane. To add to our 
woes, all of the channel ports were fogged in so we had to land 
at Frankfurt, Germany. It did nothing for our peace of mind 
to observe, as we came in, fire engines stationed every few hun- 
dred yards on either side of the runway. As we passed each fire 
engine, it took off after us so that when we finally stopped at 
the terminal (without mishap, Praise be to Allah!) we were 
leading a parade of about 20 fire engines. Those not part of the 
airport fire crew continued by us back to the city when they 
were sure we had landed safely. 

_ The seating facilities of the airport were taxed to capacity, 
since all planes headed for London, Paris, Brussels and other 
airports near the sea had been diverted to Frankfurt because of 
the ocean fog. 

We remained in Frankfurt 4 or 5 hours, but with true 
-\ncients’ fortitude, we made the most of the occasion and even- 
tually embarked for, and arrived safely in Boston, and although 
somewhat tired, we unanimously voted it a “best ever” trip.

CoLoneL GRAHAM: For the response to the First Regular 
Toast to the Federal Republic of Austria, I call on General 
Erwin Fussenegger. 

GENERAL FussENEGGER: Colonel Graham, Your Excellency, 
Gentlemen, it is a great honor for me as Chief General Inspector 
of the Austrian Army to join you on this memorable evening. 
Your visit in Austria proves a close contact between all the 
soldiers of the United States and Austria, regardless of their 
age. I wish you will have a good stay in Austria and I hope you 
will keep our country in best memory. I wish to thank you for 
your salutes to my home-country. 

I would like to raise my glass to the great United States of 
America. (All the Austrians present raise their glasses.) 

CoLoneL Grauam: I call on the Adjutant for the Second 
Regular Toast. The United States of America. 

Major GENERAL Coyne: Gentlemen, please rise. The Sec- 
ond Regular Toast, The United States of America. 

Firmly we stand beneath the Flag of our Country — the land 
of the free and the brave. United and loyal to our heritage, our 
traditions, and our dedication to peace throughout the World. 
The United States of America. (Cheers) 

CoLonet Grauam: Be seated, gentlemen. The response to 
the Second Regular Toast, the United States of America. His 
Excellency, Ambassador Riddleberger. 

AMBASSADOR RIDDLEBERGER: Distinguished Guests, Sehr Ver- 
ehrte Giste, I am honored to have the opportunity to respond 
to the toast to the United States of America. I also believe it 
is particularly fitting that this toast was made by a member of 
the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts 
because — as many of you are aware — the members of the Hon- 
orable Artillery feel themselves to be direct descendents of those 
who helped to bring America into being and to make it what 
it is today. Among its present members are such influential 
Americans as Christian Herter, former Secretary of State, and 
among its past members were such great Americans as the late 
President John F. Kennedy. 

By comparison with the long and rich history of the land 
of our Austrian friends, my country’s story is short. However, 
we Americans are proud of what has been accomplished since the 
arrival of the first colonists to our shores. Boston, Massachusetts, 
has a place in every American’s heart as a city that was instru- 
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mental in the struggle for our independence a little less than 
200 years ago. And, it was in this same city, in the year 1638, 
that the Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts was 
chartered. We have with us tonight, therefore, representatives of 
the oldest honorary military organization with an uninterrupted 
history in the Western Hemisphere. This Company came into 
existence before the United States, helped in its creation, and 
is still actively contributing, through the efforts of its members 
in all fields, to the continued growth of our country. 

Yesterday, I was talking with Mr. Heath, leader of the 
British Conservative Party, who mentioned he knew of the Com- 
pany as it emanated from the same regiment with which he had 
served in the last World War. The Ancient and Honorable Ar- 
tillery Company was of course British originally, as it was formed 
in 1638. This means that it was in existence in the early part of 
the 18th century when the Duke of Marlborough was leading 
the Allies against the powerful armies of Louis XIV. The great 
companion in arms of Marlborough was, as you certainly recall, 
Prince Eugene of Savoy, whose life is so identified with Vienna. 
Born in 1663, at the age of 20 he offered his services to Louis XIV 
and was refused. He then heard that his brother had fallen in 
an engagement against the Turks, and he offered to join the 
forces of Leopold I and was accepted. At this time, in 1683, 
Vienna was under siege by the Turkish army, and the story goes 
that Prince Eugene first saw Vienna from the Kahlenberg and 
Participated in the battle. 

I shall not mention his famous campaigns in Italy, but only 
recall that he commanded the left wing in the battle of Blen- 
heim (here called Héchstaédt) which again saved Vienna. For 
seven years Marlborough and Eugene cooperated in campaigns 
without jealousy or defeat, including the battles of Oudenarde 
and Malplaquet. For members of a military organization such 
as yours to visit a city so reminiscent of Prince Eugene must evoke 
an unusual professional and historical interest. His city palace 
1s today the Ministry of Finance, and the Belvedere was his 
country house. 

Times have changed greatly since the 18th century. My 
country of course owes its present well-being not only to the ef- 
forts through the years of men like those who trace their ances- 
tors to the original Honorable Artillery Company of Massachu- 
setts, but to the sweat and blood of millions of other Americans 
who came later. Nevertheless, the Company's contributions pro- 
vide a permanent chapter in the history of my country’s develop- 
ment. 

I know that, in addition to the other benefits of such a visit, 
the presence of the Company in Vienna this week will increase 
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understanding of the traditions and ideals of my country, the 
United States of America, as well as our appreciation for Austria. 

CoLoneL GraHamM: Thank you, Mr. Ambassador. 

CoLoneL Granam: Gentlemen, the Third Regular Toast 
of the evening, The Commonwealth of Massachusetts. 

Major GENERAL Coyne: Gentlemen, please rise for the 
Third Regular Toast, The Commonwealth of Massachusetts. 

The Commonwealth we so dearly love. Colonized by our 
forefathers from many lands — friendly — hospitable — and the 
birthplace of several of our Country's Presidents —‘Massachu- 
setts — There She Stands’. 

CoLoneL GrawamM: The response to the Third Regular

Major Kincston: Captain Commanding, Distinguished 
Officers of the Austrian Army, Distinguished Officials of Austria, 
Your Excellency, Ambassador Riddleberger, Reverend Clergy, my 
Comrades of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company, it 
is an honor and a privilege for me to respond to the Toast to 
the Commonwealth of Massachusetts. His Excellency, Governor 
Volpe, has asked me to express to you his deep regret that he 
could not be with us in person in this charming City of Vienna 
and this great Federal Republic of Austria to meet you people 
and to respond to the toast to our great state. He has asked 
me to extend to you and to all the citizens of the Republic of 
Austria the official greetings of the Commonwealth of Massachu- 
setts. 

Massachusetts is steeped in history and tradition. It was a 
leader in our fight for freedom, the freedom for which brave 
people are fighting even today over the entire world. It is this 
same freedom that the Government of the United States and its 
citizens are willing to assist others in obtaining, even at the ex- 
pense of their lives and their fortunes. 

The Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of Massa- 
chusetts is proud to represent that State and represent it in Aus- 
tria. I shall report to his Excellency upon our return of the 
warmth of the people of Austria and the friendliness accorded 
to us. Thank you. (Applause) 

CoroneL Granam: Adjutant, the Fourth Regular Toast. 

Major Genera Coyne: Gentlemen, please rise for the 
Fourth Regular Toast to The City of Vienna. 

Beautiful Vienna with its treasured and historic past — her 
antiquity — her glorious Gothic Buildings — immortal in songs, 
music, and stories — famously known throughout The World. 
The City of Vienna. (Cheers) 

CoLoneL GraHaM: Response to the Fourth Regular Toast. 
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Mr. Kurt Heller, Country Minister for Building. 

Honorasce Kurr HELLer: Captain Commanding, Your 
Excellency, Gentlemen, I am sorry that my English is not too 
good, but nevertheless I shall try to make use of your language. 

I have heard that you always join the Foundation Anni- 
versary of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of 
Massachusetts with the journey to another country or continent. 
I think this is a good idea and I am pleased that you have de- 
cided to come to Vienna for the 329th Fall Field Day. On behalf 
of the Mayor of Vienna, Bruno Marek, and the people of Vienna, 
I have the honor to welcome you in the capital of Austria, in 
the city of Music on the Blue Danube. The Viennese people 
are informed about the great distinction which Massachusetts 
and its population have acquired by fighting for the liberty of 
the United States. The Viennese and all the Austrians appreciate 
peace and liberty, therefore, they appreciate all nations and states 
fighting for these aims. Gentlemen, when you go back to Mas- 
sachusetts, please convey the best greetings of the Viennese peo- 
ple to your follow-citizens. 

And now please drink with me to the friendship between 
America and Austria and to the success of your stay in Vienna. 

CotoneL Granam: Gentlemen, please rise. The Minister 
of Defense is now coming in. 

The Minister of Defense, Dr. Prader. (Applause) 

Coronet Granam: Adjutant, the Fifth Regular Toast. 

Major Grenrrat Coyne: Gentlemen, please rise. The Fifth 
Regular Toast. The City of Boston. 

The City of our domicile—The ever expanding city of 
knowledge, culture, and the arts aand sciences — Ancient, but 
modern in thoughts, words, and deeds. The City of Boston. 

Cotonet GraHam: Response to the Fifth Regular Toast, 
The City of Boston. Past Commander, Captain John J. Riley- 

Captain Ritey: Colonel Leo Graham, Dr. Georg Prader, 
the Honorable James W. Riddleberger, other Distinguished 
Guests of the Head Table, Reverend Clergy, Comrades, and our 
Austrian counterparts, on behalf of Mayor John F. Collins I 
extend to the City of Vienna and to the members of the Ancient 
and Honorable Artillery Company the greetings of the City of 
Boston on this festive occasion. I deem it a privilege as a mem- 
ber of Mayor Collins’ staff and as Past Commander of this great 
Organization to respond to the toast to The City of Boston.

A 
shrine that heard fiery orators of the revolutionary days, who 
helped to gain freedom for our country. A shrine that provided 
a platform for our departed comrade, President John F. Ken- 
nedy, and his last speech in his successful campaign for the high- 
est office, that of President of the United States of America. 

Within the pages of our city’s history one finds prominent 
leaders, comrades of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Com- 
pany. It was they who provided the leadership that has made 
our city so great. In the future too, I am sure, our city will cull 
from its members the same type of leadership that will enable 
it to grow, prosper, and maintain its exalted position through 
out the world. The citizens of Boston and Mayor John F. Col- 
lins of the City of Boston are proud of the international role 
assumed by the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company. 
Mayor Collins wishes the most successful Tour of Duty to Cap- 
tain Leo Graham and the men of his Command. Thank you 
very much. (Applause) 

CoLonet GRAHAM: May I present the Minister of Defense, 
Dr. Georg Prader. Rise, gentlemen. 

Dr. Praver: Mr. Ambassador, Mr. Stadtrat, Mr. President 
of the Officers’ Association, Gentlemen, and I also may add to 
this address, Dear Guests and also Friends of the United States 
of America, I was very glad to receive this forenoon a delegation 
of your Honorable Company in the Ministry of Defense. I have 
told your gentlemen how happy we are that you have come to 
our country with such a representative delegation. I also was 
glad to emphasize on this occasion how happy Austria was to 
receive this essential help from the United States in a critical 
time. We are also happy to emphasize this essential fact on 
every occasion, to say “Thank you”, because you are not always 
meeting with thanks all over the world. (Applause) 

I was able to hear the last words which Stadtrat Heller has 
spoken to you. He has talked about the scenery of this city and 
the mentality of our people. I have also had the pleasure to 
explain to your gentlemen the position and the function which 
our country has to fill in the world of today. We are a small 
land with a great tradition and also in our present position we 
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have a great task to do in this world. Austria has in its interna- 
tional position the position of a neutral state at the present time. 
We would like to emphasize that this neutrality is not neutral- 
ism, at least not a mental neutralism at present. We have a 
firm mental position at the present time and this our position 
is belonging to the Free World. (Applause and cheers) 

Our neutrality is a military neutrality because we believe 
at the present time that in this central space of Europe we have 
to support a task of peace. The basis of our present politics is 
to be correct in all our obligations that we have, which is also 
true for the East. I have mentioned this during my recent visit 
to the capital of our Eastern great neighbor, that one has to have 
confidence in our correctness and in the will to keep the treaties. 
I know that the United States will have understanding for this 
position of ours and that it will contribute that Austria will be 
able to do its present task in the world. 

In this small country of ours the Army, the Austrian Fed- 
eral Army, is trying to give the basis which we need for our 
place of neutrality and to do everything to have here peace, 
stability, and order. 

But I would like to have it in such a way that you will not 
only listen to our opinions, to our politics, and our tasks but 
also that you will have a good entertainment this evening, that 
you sense something of the heartiness and warmth which is not 
dictated by the mind but which is coming out of the heart. 

And as I see from the atmosphere which I see here, this 
bond has already been established between the citizens of the 
United States and the citizens of the Republic of Austria. 

And so I wish you all, gentlemen, that you will be feeling 
well today and that you will have the feeling today that you 
would want to come back soon. (Applause) 

CoLoneL Grauam: Adjutant, give us the Sixth Regular

Tell your fellow-countrymen, when you return, that Aus- 
tria has admired the brave attitude, the brave way of life your 
officers and soldiers have displayed here and that we have fol- 
lowed everything of the United States with great sympathy. It 
was the motto “Deeds, not Words”, which you have made as 
your emblem and your maxim. May your stay here serve as a 
social and personal contact between the Honorable Artillery 
Officers and the all-Austrian Officers’ Association, so that the 
friendly feeling between the peoples of the United States and 
Austria may be deepened. Thank you. (Applause) 

CoLONEL GRAHAM: May I now call upon the President of 
the Officers’ Society of Vienna, Major Dr. Franz Palla. 

Mayor Dr. Paria: Mr. Minister, Mr. Ambassador, my 
Generals, and my Comrades, as last speaker here I would like to 
mention something that may connect you and me. I would 
like to speak as an artillerist to artillerists. 

You have entered in Vienna a ground which can look back 
upon 2,000 years of history and of culture. Austria has contrib- 
uted very much to that which we call the history of the Christian 
occident. You all know the history of our home-country, Aus- 
tria, too well so that I need not give you any details, Even from 
the Middle Ages we can see that this Austria has been a leading 
power in occidental history. So it is no accident that the history 
of our Austrian Army shows that it is one of the oldest armies 
of the world. Your Ambassador has shown from the history of 
the Austrian nation that it was Prince Eugene who has developed 
to be a symbol of defending the freedom against the East. So 
we believe that the bonds which can be established between 
Boston and Vienna are genuine bonds, because in the City of 
Boston the freedom of the United States has found its birth. You 
have come to the capital of Austria, which has in former times 
been the capital of a great empire. Even if this big empire does 
not exist any more, this small country of ours will defend its 
freedom to the last. (Applause) 

When there was the Wreath-Laying Ceremony this morning 
at our Heroes’ Monument, you will perhaps have sensed the 
atmosphere of genuine imperial greatness. Maybe the largeness 
of the empire has died away, but the sense of mission of this 
country has been preserved. (Applause) 

But concluding I would like to thank you in the name of 
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our Reserve Officers for everything the United States has done for 
our country. (Applause) 

I cannot put that in extraordinary words, but let me give 
you this in simple words, in Austrian, “Vergelt’s Gott!” May 
God thank you for it! (Applause) 

I wish you when you return to Boston that you remember 
this—not to use Austrian words, but if you allow me Latin 
words — that both of us fight for keeping the freedom and that 
it may be preserved to us, “Austria erit in terra ultima!’ — Aus- 
tria may last forever on this earth! (Applause) 

CoLoneL GRAHAM: Gentlemen, you may want to know that 
Dr. Palla has presented us with a painting depicting the Helden- 
platz as it looked 150 years ago. There is another view of the 
Palace of Belvedere. And this is the Town Hall where we were 
today. And this is another excellent view of Schoenbrunn. 

(Colonel Graham presents a sterling-silver bowl to the Min- 
ister of Defense, Dr. Prader.) 

Dr. Praper: Thank you very much. 

CoLoneL GRAHAM: Now I call on our Chaplain, Brigadier

FANEUIL HALL 

LUNCHEON AND RECEPTION TO GOVERNOR 

In the afternoon, the Company assembled in the Armory, 
Faneuil Hall, for the traditional Washington’s Birthday Lunch- 
eon. 

The head table guests included the officers of the Company, 
Past Commanders, representatives of the Armed Services, rep- 
resentatives of state and local government, Consuls General of 
Great Britain and West Germany, and the guest of honor, our 
comrade, Governor John Anthony Volpe, a member of the Com- 
pany. As each guest came from Headquarters to take his place 
at the Head Table, he was introduced by the Personnel Adju- 
tant, LT Ralph L. Garrett. 

Following an excellent meal, Colonel Graham proceeded 
with the introduction of speakers. 

General Ambrose thanked the Company for its continued 
support of the Massachusetts Military Academy and also for in- 
viting a group of wounded veterans of the Vietnam Conflict. 

The British Consul General, Mr. Ralph W. Selby, C.M.G., 
spoke entertainingly and had some witty remarks concerning the 
letters after his name. 

General Quigley stated that the Massachusetts Military 
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Academy was an outstanding Officer Candidate School, rating sec- 
ond in the fifty states for the past year. 

Admiral William Childress of the Coast Guard and Captain 
Frederick Wallis, USN spoke briefly. Captain Wallis said he 
had heard of the hospitality of the Ancients twenty years ago 
in Calcutta. 

Consul General Edgar von Schmidt-Pauli of the Federal 
Republic of Germany extended us a hearty welcome to Berlin, 
which will be the site of our 1967 Fall Field Day Tour of Duty. 

Deputy Mayor Arthur J. Coffey of the City of Boston, rep- 
resenting Mayor Collins, extended the greetings and best wishes 
of the Mayor. 

Colonel Graham then addressed the gathering as follows: 

Reverend Clergy, Governor Volpe, Invited Guests, Fellow 
Members: Gentlemen: ‘This afternoon we gather here in this 
building known as “The Cradle of Liberty” in a very appro- 
priate recognition of the birthday of the Father of our Country 
— our first President, General George Washington. We meet in 
honor of his birthday as we have done for many generations past 
and we will for many generations yet to come. 

Who knows what the passing years may bring. It is truly 
within the possibilities of the future that our Honored Guest — 
Governor John Anthony Volpe may return here on a future 
similar occasion as the Vice-President of these United States. 
Men become great by overcoming the challenges and forces and 
circumstances of their day and era. Our guest possesses the qual- 
ities of greatness in his person and government leadership so 
the mantle of national Government greatness may fall upon his 
capable shoulders. 

I am certain that we today feel exactly as our forebears did 
under General Washington in that “The Freedom of Govern- 
ment” and “The Individual Rights of Men” means to us today as 
it did in 1775, and that desire for freedom of all mankind is 
deeply incorporated in “Our Honor” — our duty — and our Gov- 
ernment. 

Somehow we, in these times, think of our Ancient and Hon- 
orable Artillery Company only as an American institution, yet 
down through “Hundreds of years” our Company has had its 
members fight under “Three Flags.” Before 1775, we fought 
under the flag of His Majesty The King of England. Secondly, 
during the Revolution our members fought under the Flag of 
the Massachusetts Bay Colony. Thirdly, our members fought in 
all the wars of the past — and now in the present — under the 
Flag of The United States of America. 

In each generation our youth have been called upon by our 
Country to engage in mortal combat to protect — to preserve — 
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and to guarantee to our present — and to our posterity — our 
freedoms — our ideals —and our way of life within the World 
of Nations. Exactly how we feel about this was best expressed 
by Admiral Stephen Decatur — when he said in making a toast 
to The United States of America: Gentlemen — “To Our Coun- 
try — may she, in all her transactions with other nations, always 
be in the right!—but Gentlemen— Our Country Right or 
Wrong.” 

Today we are proud to have with us several young men of 
our Armed Forces as recent returnees from Vietnam. These 
young men, wounded veterans of that war, symbolize all our 
Armed Personnel in Vietnam. It is with respect and honor we 
have them here and we pay our respects through them to all 
our Fighting Forces in Vietnam. They are the wearers of The 
Purple Heart Medal and so too—all around them at various 
tables — are our members who also wear the same medals re- 
ceived in past wars. Our distinguished Company has on its rolls 
“Four Medal of Honor Winners’ as well as many holders of 
every decoration, award, and citation that our Nation awards to 
our fighting men. 

Recently — quite recently —The Company had the honor 
and distinction of being permitted to host “The First” four 
year Governor's term of office with the great satisfaction of a 
most outstanding dinner and Inaugural Ball. Both of these 
affairs brought great lustre and honor to our distinguished Com- 
pany and it is my hope that “This First” will continue down 
through the ages of our Company’s future. The public's image 
of our Company — Gentlemen — depends on the actual image 
which we, as individuals, and the Company create by our “Deeds 
not Words” — and our collective actions. 

I would be remiss indeed were I not to mention as another 
first that the Company is always moving forward in the present 
—and for the future. We not only have The Commanding 
General of The Inactive State Guard, LTG Otis M. Whitney, 
our comrade, but also have within his command structure nine- 
teen of our members in Command Responsibilities on his Staff, 
and so Gentlemen, and your Excellency, we remember our First 
President’s Birthday and wish for you “Sir” the greatest of 
Health and Success in the years ahead and I close with a silent 
prayer for all our fighting forces in Vietnam.

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MEDAL OF HONOR MEMBERS OF A&HAC 


At the meeting on Monday, 24 October 1966, Colonel I. 
Jerome O’Connor, P.C., Chief of Staff, submitted the following 
report: 


General Bruce Clark, retired Commanding General of Con- 
tinental Army Command, visited the Armory last summer. The 
purpose of his visit was to gather information with respect to 
the four Company members who had earned the Medal of 
Honor during the Civil War. The General was very pleased 
with what he found here and now offers the Company the op- 
portunity to have a plaque placed in the Memorial Hall of the 
Medal of Honor Grove at Valley Forge. The plaque would 
commemorate the four members and would also show that they 
were members of this Company. 

The Freedom Center at Valley Forge is being dedicated 11 
November 1966. It is expected that General Eisenhower will be 
present, as he is Honorary President of the Foundation. The 
Captain Commanding and two of his officers are invited to take 
part in the dedication and also to present the plaque, which is 
the first to be dedicated in view of the fact that the Company's 
charter was issued in 1638. Eventually other units will be af- 
forded the opportunity to honor their heroes in this manner, 
but the ASHAC will be the first. 

The Project Officer for the plaque is Colonel Couch of the 
Boston Army Base whom many of you know. In addition to the 
plaque there will be a printed folder giving a brief history of 
this Company and a resume of the deeds of each Medal of Honor 
Member. 

A mock-up of the brochure, together with the text has been 
prepared and a thousand copies will be distributed at Valley 
Forge on 11 November next. A copy will be mailed to each mem- 
ber for his home or office. 

This is another opportunity to demonstrate that this Com- 
pany still believes in the old traditions and appreciates the sac- 
rifices of those who have gone before.

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MEDAL OF HONOR GROVE 
FREEDOMS FOUNDATION 
VALLEY FORGE, PENNSYLVANIA 


To the Ancient and Honorable 
Artillery Company of Massachusetts 
belongs the honor of being the first 
military company chartered in the 
Western Hemisphere. Founded in 
1637 and chartered 13 March 1638, 
its members have proudly participated 
in every American conflict since the 
Pilgrims fought the Indians. 

The history of the Company is 
closely associated with the history of 
the Bay State, and it vividly reflects 
America’s development through the 
years — from Indian encounters, the 
Boston Tea Party, Lexington and 
Concord, Shays’ Rebellion, the Civil 
War, the World Wars and the Korean 
conflict. 

Since 1746, the Company Armory 
has been the upper floor of Faneuil 
Hall in Boston — an historical citadel 
known to all Americans. 

It is fitting this afternoon at the 
dedication of a plaque to further 
memorialize four of this Company’s 
members who received our country’s 
highest military decoration — the 
Medal of Honor — to pause, reflect, 
and be thankful for the contributions 
made by these men, their compatriots, 
and their organization to the Ameri- 
can way of life. 

Today, the men of the Ancient and 
Honorable Artillery Company of 
Massachusetts have the important role 
of patriotic citizenship for Massachu- 
setts and the nation. Long may they 
remain active and keep our illustrious 
yesterdays alive. 


The Medal of Honor established by 
a Joint Resolution of Congress 12 July 
1862 (amended by act of 9 July 1918 
and act of 25 July 1963) is awarded 
in the name of Congress to a person 
who, while a member of the Army, 
distinguished himself conspicuously 
by gallantry and intrepidity at the 
risk of his life above and beyond the 
call of duty while engaged in an ac- 
ion against an enemy of the U.S.: 
while engaged in military operation 
involving conflict with an opposing 
foreign force: or while serving with 
friendly foreign forces engaged in an 
armed conflict: against an opposing 
armed force in which the United 
States is not a belligerent party. The 
deed performed must have been one 
of personal bravery or sel 
conspicuous as to clearly distinguish 
the individual above his comrades and 
must have involved risk of life. In- 
contestable proof of the performance 
of the service will be exacted and 
each recommendation for the award 
of this decoration will be considered 
on the standard of extraordinary 
merit. Eligibility is limited to mem- 
bers of the Army of the United States 
in active Federal military service.

Private George Henry Maynard 
Battle of Fredericksburg, Virginia 
13 December 1862 


“A wounded and helpless comrade, 
having been left on the skirmish line, 
this soldier voluntarily returned to 
-the front line under a severe fire and 
carried the wounded man to a place 
of safety.” 


George Henry Maynard, born in Waltham, 
Massachusetts, 2 February 1836, enlisted 


as a private in the 13th Massachusetts 
Infantry and was assigned to Company D. 
He distinguished himself at the Battle of 
Antietam, when on 17 September 1862, 
while under fire, he carried two wounded 
comrades from the firing line to a rear 
area and then returned to the firing line. 


In January 1864, he was commissioned as 
a Captain in the 82d Regiment of U. S. 
Colored Infantry. He was promoted to 
Brevet Major on 13 March 1865, for dis- 
tinguished and meritorious service, and 
was mustered out on 10 September of the 
following year. 


Major Maynard served the A&HAC as 1st 
Sergeant of Infantry in 1879 and then as 
4th Sergeant in 1887. He died in Waltham, 
Massachusetts, 26 December 1927, at the 
age of 91 years. 


Corporal Lowell Mason Maxham 
Battle of Marye’s Heights, Virginia, 
“3 May 1863 


“This soldier, though severely 
wounded and in the face of a deadly 
fire from the enemy at close range, 
hearing a call to retreat, rallied the 
colors, rushed bravely forward, and 
was the first to enter the enemy's 
works on the crest of Marye's 
Heights, Virginia, and helped plant 
his regimental colors there.” 


Lowell Mason Maxham, born in South 
Carver, Massachusetts, 6 December 1841, 
was assigned as a Private in Company F 
of the 7th Massachusetts Infantry. As a 
Corporal he fought through the Peninsular 
Campaign of 1862 — at Antietam and 
Fredericksburg — and then the Chancel- 
lorsville Campaign the next year, includ- 
ing the Battle of Marye’s Heights. Imme- 
diately after this victory, lines were re- 
formed. Maxham was called before his 
regiment and promoted to Color Sergeant. 
Not realizing how badly Maxham was 
wounded, the commander placed the 
colors in his charge. Maxham took the 
flag into the second battle of the day 
at Salem Heights where he was again 
wounded and carried from the battlefield 
disabled for life. He was discharged from 
the service by reason of wounds on 18 
August 1863. 


Corporal Maxham served the A&HAC as 
3rd Sergeant of Infantry in 1891. He died 
in Boston,” Massachusetts, 13 February 
1931, at the age of 89 years. 


Colonel Francis Snow Hesseltine 
Matagorda Bay, Texas, 
29 and 30 December 1863 


“In command of a detachment of 100 
men, he conducted a reconnaissance 
for two days, baffling and beating 
back an attacking force of more than 
1,000 Confederates, and regained his 
transport without loss.” 


Francis Snow Hesseltine, born in Bangor, 
Maine, 10 December 1833, was a member 
of the 13th Maine Infantry. He was a 
lawyer by profession. In Volume 1 of 
Civil War Papers published by the Loyal 
Legion in 1893, an article appears written 
by Colonel Hesseltine entitled, “Amusing 
The Enemy.” He vividly described the 
action at Matagorda Bay but modestly 
omitted the fact that he was awarded the 
nation’s highest military decoration. 


Colonel Hesseltine served as a member 
of the A&HAC for many years before his 
death in Newtonville, Massachusetts, 17 
February 1916, at the age of 83 years. 


First Lieutenant 
Gardner Chandler Hawkins 
The Battle of Petersburg, Virginia 
2 April 1865 


“When the lines were wavering from 
the well directed fire of the enemy, 
this officer, acting Adjutant of the 
regiment, sprang forward, and with 
encouraging words cheered the sol- 
diers on, and, although desperately 
wounded, refused to leave the field 
until the enemy's works were taken.” 


Gardner Chandler Hawkins, born in Pom- 
fret, Vermont, in 1846, joined Company E, 
3d Vermont Infantry and rose to the rank 
of First Lieutenant. His battle citations 
were numerous. He won the Medal of 
Honor during the last desperate days of 
the War. The wound he received re- 
sulted in the loss of an eye. 


In 1894, he earned the rank of Colonel 
by serving on the Military Staff of His 
Excellency Frederic T. Greenhalge, Gov- 
ernor of the Commonwealth of Massa- 
chusetts and Commander-in-Chief of the 
Ancient and Honorable Artillery Com- 
pany of Massachusetts. 


Colonel Hawkins served as a member of 
the A&HAC for many years before his 
death in Winthrop, Massachusetts, 13 De- 
cember 1913, at the age of 67 years.

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GOVERNOR'S INAUGURAL BALL 


War Memorial Auditorium 
Thursday, 5 January 1967 

On 14 December 1966, the Captain Commanding issued Gen- 
eral Order No. 3. This was the formal announcement of the good 
news that the AXHAC would have the honor of hosting ‘““The 
Governor’s Inaugural Ball” for an active member of our Com- 
pany, His Excellency John Anthony Volpe, Governor of the Com- 
monwealth of Massachusetts and Commander-in-Chief of the 
Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company. 

The Captain Commanding directed Colonel I. Jerome 
O'Connor, P C., Chief of Staff, to be the representative of the 
Company to work with a life member of the Company, Brigadier 
General Timothy J. Regan, Jr., the Governor's Chief Military 
Aide, who had been designated by the Governor as his represen- 
tative. These two representatives were charged with the responsi- 
bility of making all arrangements for this outstanding event. At 
the outset, they requested the Captain to place full responsibility 
for the military and uniformed functions of the Inaugural Ball 
on the shoulders of Major General Vincent P. Coyne, the Ad- 
jutant. This was done and the Adjutant graciously accepted the 
assignment. With his usual zeal and competence, he carried out 
his duties in a magnificant manner. 

The Company issued eight thousand (8,000) engraved in- 
vitations with the AkHIAG crest embossed in gold. An invitation 
was mailed to each member of the Company and to each individ- 
ual on the many lists furnished by the Governor. Invitations 
were also extended to the Constitutional Officers, the members 
of the Great and General Court, the Governor's Councillors, 
the Judiciary, County and City and Town officials, representa- 
tives of business and industry, all units of the Centennial Legion 
of Historic Military Commands and other military and civic 
organizations. All military personnel were requested to attend 
in uniform 

Preceding the Inaugural Ball the Company hosted a Re- 
ception and Inaugural Banquet in honor of the Governor. This 
affair was held in the Oval Room of the Sheraton-Plaza Hotel. 
Besides the Governor and the First Lady, the Company’s guests 
included the Constitutional Officers, The Adjutant General, the 
Commanding General of the 26th (Yankee) Division, members 
of the Governor’s immediate family, the wife of United States 
Senator-Elect Brooke, Congresswoman Heckler and a very lim- 
ited number of the Governor's official family. The Captain 
Commanding was the host and his able assistants were the Lieu- 
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tenants, the Past Commanders, the succeeding Captain Com- 
manding, the Paymaster and the Personnel Adjutant. An excel- 
lent meal with wines was served in European style. The tables 
were for six. The linen was red and gold with white lace cover- 
ing. There were flowers on each table and one waiter for each 
table. The waiters wore gold jackets and white gloves. Each of 
the men guests wore white tie and tails while the ladies wore 
colorful formal gowns. A string ensemble provided dinner music. 

At the conclusion of the banquet all in attendance were 
transported directly to the War Memorial Audtorium where the 
Inaugural Ball was in progress 

The entire main hall of the auditorium was festooned in 
the National colors and the blue and white of the Massachusetts 
flag. Ferns, plants and flowers were in abundance. A red carpet 
was rolled back the length of the auditorium floor from the front 
of the stage to the entrance. Music in the auditorium was pro- 
vided by the 26th Infantry Division Band. The Brad Kent 
Orchestra furnished music in the large hall on the second floor. 
There was dancing continuously from 8 p.m. to 1 a.m. The 
champagne bars were always a crowded meeting place. 

Upon arrival at the auditorium, General Regan proceeded 
to the Stage to make a few announcements. Colonel O’Connor 
remained at the entrance to the auditorium to control the order 
of presentation of distinguished guests There was a short in- 
troduction of each distinguished guest who then advanced down 
the red carpet and was escorted to a reserved box on the stage. 
A member of the AKHAC Color Guard carrying a Massachusetts 


flag escorted each Constitutional Officer to his reserved box on 
the stage.

After welcoming the Governor and the First Lady to the 
platform, the Captain Commanding presented a bouquet of long 
stem red roses to Mrs. Volpe. He then presented the Governor 
to the audience. When the Governor had completed his few 
remarks, General Regan returned to the podium and gave the 
nécesssary instructions for organizing the Grand March while 
Colonel O’Connor went to the floor of the auditorium to direct 
the march. The Governor escorted the Captain's daughter, 
Jeanne, and the Captain escorted the First Lady. When the 
Grand March was concluded, General Regan announced that 
the first waltz would be by the Governor and the First Lady. 
He then invited the distinguished guests and their ladies to join 
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the guests of honor, whereupon it seemed that all joined in the 
Inaugural Waltz 

The Governor and Mrs. Volpe, accompanied by the Lieu- 
tenant Governor and Mrs. Sargent, proceeded to that section of 
the auditorium which had been prepared for the reception. It 
was then a case of handshaking until long after midnight. 

More than five hundred men in colorful uniforms, pre- 
dominately blue, red and gold, presented a scene never to be for- 
gotten. 

It was a glorious night by any standard.

On the evening of Saturday, 22 October 1966, the Captain 
Commanding with LT Jos. G. Macquarrie and Sergeants William 
P. Koughan, Philip E. Morin and Albert P. Dragone and their

The Minute Men, a much younger organization than our 
own, was established in December 1773 for the purpose of pre- 
serving the colonists new-found liberties in the new world.

The strength of their company is limited to 77 men of Lex- 
ington to conform with the strength of the 77 men under Cap- 
tain Parker, the first contingent to stand their ground against 
His Majesty's forces on 19 April 1775. 

The evening began with a social hour followed by a de- 
lightful dinner and this was followed by the installation of the 
newly elected officers of the company — they are elected by secret 
ballot in a manner similar to our own. The climax of the cere- 
mony was the administration of the oath of office by the company 
chaplain on the same bible used by the original Minute Men in 
December 1773.

: During the singing of “America,” the lanterns were carried 
into the tower by Miss Valerie Newman Zucker, whose great, 
great, great, great uncle, Robert Newman, sexton of the Old 
North, hung the signal lanterns on 18 April 1775. 
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Prayer and benediction was then offered by Bishop Law- 
rence. This concluded the ceremony within the church and the 
uniformed personnel started the Recessional. When outside the 
edifice, the uniformed personnel were dismissed.

Christian Herter, the fifty-ninth Governor of the Common- 
wealth of Massachusetts, was born in Paris, France, on 28 March 
1895. He was educated in Europe and America and was a mem- 
ber of the Harvard Class of 1915. His life was one of continuous 
service to his country. 


_ He served as an aide to the U.S. State Department Delega- 

uion to the Versailles Peace Conference in 1919. He was elected 
a member of the Massachusetts House of Representatives and 
served from 1931 to 1948. He was chosen by his fellow members 
to serve as Speaker of the Massachusetts House from 1939 to 
1943. He was elected a member of the United States House ot 
Representatives and served from 1943 to 1953. He was Governor 
of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts from 1953 to 1957. He 
was appointed Under Secretary of State by President Eisenhower 
and served in that capacity from 1957 to 1959. Then, upon the 
death of Secretary of State John Foster Dulles, Christian Herter 
was appointed Secretary of State by President Eisenhower and 
served until the end of the Eisenhower Administration. He then 
continued service to his country as Chairman of the Atlantic 
Council until 1963 when he was appointed Trade Negotiator 
for the Common Market by President Kennedy. He was serving 
in this office at the time of his death.

Lt. Kreas enlisted in E Company of the 10Ist Infantry in 
1936. He attended the Massachusetts Military Academy. In 
January 1941 he was inducted into Federal Service. He went to 
Europe with the 26th Yankee Division in 1944 where he was 
wounded. He was awarded the Purple Heart, Bronze Star and 
the Combat Infantryman’s Badge. 


Last September he was elected a Vice President of the 101st 
Infantry Veterans Association. 


He has worked for the Internal Revenue Service as a Rev- 
enue Agent since 1954.

From boyhood, his sense of patriotic duty stirred him 
deeply and he was possessed of a zealous interest in military 
organization and tactics. Consequently, his entry into the State 
Militia in 1886 was a matter of course and his rise to Captaincy, 
at the age of twenty years, in 1890 and from Lt. Colonel to 
Colonel in 1916. 

He spent many years in promoting a military training school 
for the Commonwealth of Massachusetts and when it was estab- 
lished in 1913-1914 as The Massachusetts Military Training 
School he became its first Commandant, It is now known as The 
Massachusetts Military Academy. 

He was in active service in the Spanish American War, as 
Captain Co. A, 5th Massachusetts Infantry, U. S. V. 1898-1899;

Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts: 


A natural association for Colonel Stover was his membership 
in the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of Massachu- 
setts. He became a member of the Company in 1910 and was 
elected Captain in 1917. He expended his great energies and 
talents in promoting the interests of the Company and in com- 
piling its historical records. 

Whether his subject was military affairs, the law, the Courts, 
banking or any other subject, he obtained a thorough knowledge 
of it through study, and, in the course of such studies, made a 
private collection of books for his library, including treatises on 
the strategy of the battles of the ancient and modern world and 
military books of all kinds. 

Several years prior to his death Colonel Stover made a gift 
of the books in his library to his wife's sister and her husband, 
Mr. and Mrs. Joseph X. Corbett, of Everett, both of whom are 
lawyers and had been associated with the Colonel for many years. 
The Colonel mentioned at that time that if no personal plans 
were made by Mr. Corbett for the eventual disposition of the 
military books he could, if he so desired, offer to donate them 
to the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company provided said 
Company was interested in them and had a special place in which 
to display such a collection. 

Mrs. Corbett, a customer of Bigelow, Kennard Co., Inc., on 
a visit to the store in 1962, met Mr. Leo C. Graham, its President, 
and, in the course of their conversation, mentioned that she had 
learned he was a member of the Ancients and that her late 
brother-in-law, Colonel Stover, had also been a member. She 
discussed the above matters concerning the collection of military 
books. 

Through the efforts and recommendations of Mr. Graham, 
the collection of military books was accepted on behalf of the 
Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company. Mr. Graham sub- 
sequently obtained a copy of Colonel Willis W. Stover's book 
plate and had an exact copy of the same engraved on a sterling 
silver plaque, executed by an engraver of Bigelow, Kennard 
Company, Inc., and placed in one of the cases holding the valu- 
able collection of approximately 1000 military books.

“A 450TH ANNIVERSARY” 


This 1,967th Year of Our Lord, like all years, is a year of 
significant anniversaries, some new, some old, and not many more 
ancient than our own 329th of the first Drum Head election on 
the Boston Common in June 1638. In 1638 the preached was the 
Reverend John Wilson, the brother-in-law of our first Captain- 
Commanding, Robert Keayne. He, too, might have spoken of 
recent and venerable anniversaries. For 1638 was the 100th an- 
niversary of the Truce of Nice which ended a war between Ger- 
many and France, the 50th anniversary of the defeat of the 
Spanish Armada, the 25th anniversary of the crowning in Mos- 
cow of Michael, the grandnephew of Czar Ivan IV., marking the 
beginning of the Romanov dynasty which ruled until 1917, and 
1638 was the first anniversary of the Colonials’ decisive victory 
over the Indians at Fort Pequod at Mystic, Connecticut. 

So on this June Day, 1967, it is a year ago that Surveyor I 
made a successful soft landing on the moon . It is five years ago 
that Lieutenant Colonel John H. Glenn, Jr., became the first 
American to orbit the earth, and it is the 10th anniversary of 
the Soviet Union’s launching of Sputnik, the first. man-made 
satellite, 1967 is the 25th anniversary of some stark tragedies, 
the Bataan death-march during World War II and the Cocoanut 
Grove fire in Boston. 1967 is the 50th anniversary of the entry 
of the United States into World War I, and also, resulting from 
this, the 50th anniversary of the organization of the 26th (Yan- 
kee) Infantry Division. It is 50 years ago also that three peasant 
children saw visions of the Blessed Virgin Mother Mary at 
Fatima in Portugal, and, if anyone should have the good fortune 
to get to Lisbon this year, the Shrine at Fatima is only 60 miles 
to the north. When our Captain Commandind. Colonel Leo 
C. Graham, in one of his last official acts of a year made mem- 
orable with a trip to Vienna, Austria, and Geneva, Switzerland, 
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presently leads us past Bigelow-Kennard on Boylston Street, he 
will remember that it was 55 years ago that as a very, very young 
man he went to work for the company of which he is now the 
President. One hundred years ago Alaska was purchased from 
Russia for 2¢ an acre — not a bad bargain, but not a surprising 
one, remembering that Secretary of State William H. Seward 
had Massachusetts Senator Charles Sumner for his chief advisor 
and still today nobody, at home or abroad, beats a New Eng- 
land Yankee in a deal. Two hundred years ago the Townshend 
Acts were passed in England which levied taxes on tea and other 
commodities shipped to the American colonies, and didn’t that 
lead to some rather interesting and spectacular developments! 
And to mention an even older anniversary, 1967 is the 475th 
of the voyage of Christopher Columbus to the New World and 
the discovery of America. 

But that’s not quite as far back as I want to go, for it's a 
450th anniversary to which I invite your attention today, the 
450th anniversary of the Reformation in the year 1517, when an 
Augustinian monk by the name of Martin Luther nailed his 
95 Theses to the door of the castle-church in Witenburg, Ger- 
many. In March of this year Martin Luther appeared on the 
cover of TIME magazine in a reproduction of the famous paint- 
ing by Lucas Cranach the Elder when Luther was still a very 
young man. TIME missed the Opportunity to begin the cover 
Story on the inside by quoting the subject as saying, “I was a 
teen-age Catholic,” and began instead, “Of few men can it be 
said with absolute certainty that they changed the course of 
history. JESUS Christ was one; so was Karl Marx. Still another 
was Martin Luther . . .” And that alternative of comparing 
Martin Luther either to our Blessed Lord or to the Founder of 
Communism has characterized too much of what has been writ- 
ten and said about the Great Reformer in years gone by, one side 
damning him as a devil straight from hell and the other side 
hailing him as the fulfillment of the vision Saint John writes 


about in his Revelation of “another angel . . . having the ever- 
lasting Gospel to preach unto them that dwell on the earth and 
to every nation and tongue and people . . .” (14:6) But, thanks 


mostly to Pope John XXIII of blessed memory, the lines between 
these two sides are no longer so sharply and so bitterly drawn. 
Indeed, as dialogues continue, and the number of services at 
which priests and ministers function together increases, and the 
fellowship between the most devoted of the laity from both sides 
becomes friendlier and freer, the Psalmist David's happy ob- 
servation 1s more and more upon our lips, “Behold, how good 
and how pleasant it is for brethren to dwell together in unity!” 
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(Psalm 133:1) And if we're not completely united yet, we're 
certainly coming a lot closer together than we ever were before 
on the subject of the Reformation and the person of Martin 
Luther. A Lutheran pastor has written to Pope Paul requesting 
him officially to lift the ban of excommunication against Luther, 
and the letter is also signed by Edward Meiners of Saint Louis, 
a well-known business man and a leader in Roman Catholic lay 
affairs. A prominent military figure in our own Commonwealth, a 
devout Roman Catholic, envisions even more, for he keeps asking 
me how the “CML” movement is coming along, and that stands 
for “Canonizing Martin Luther.” But I think there’s little en- 
thusiasm for them, even among Lutherans. Although you have 
to look for us—and look very hard—in Boston, we are the 
largest Protestant denomination in the world and the third 
largest in the United States. But in all the world there are not 
a dozen outdoor statues of the Great Reformer, and in the en- 
tire United States there are only three. But we are interested in 
having everyone come to know and, perhaps even to appreciate 
this man who has figured so prominently in the history of the 
Western World. 

Martin Luther was born on November 10th, 1483, in the 
city of Eisleben, Germany, the second son of Hans and Margaret 
Luther. He was baptized the next day, November 11th, Saint 
Martin’s Day, and, according to the custom of the times, was 
named for this 4th century saint who is believed to have been 
the founder of the first monastery in Europe and who became 
Bishop of the city of Tours in France. Martin Luther was sent 
to the university to study law. He was a serious and a spiritually- 
minded young man. Caught in a fierce thunder storm one night 
in which a companion was struck and killed by lightning, 
Luther vowed to become a monk. In the monastery he searched 
for peace of soul, and he found it in God. He searched for God, 
and he found God in JESUS Christ. He searched for JESUS 
Christ and found Him to be not the stern judge he had always 
pictured but the living, loving Saviour of all men. JESUS Christ 
became ail and everything to Martin Luther. When the name 
“Lutheran” first came to be used, even though it was intended 
as a term of reproach, Luther himself protested and said in 
language everyone can understand but which is no longer con- 
sidered in good taste, “Who is this Luther? My teaching is not 
my own, and I have not been crucified for the sake of anyone 
. . . How should I, poor stinking carcass that I am, come to 
have the children of Christ call themselves by my dreadful name: 
Not so, dear friends; let us do away with all party names and 
call ourselves only Christian after Him whose teaching we have. 
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And there’s a suggestion which, if adopted, would certainly 
propel the present-day ecumenical movement rapidly toward its 
goal. 

By far the most dramatic incident in the life of Martin 
Luther was his appearance in the city of Worms before the 
Imperial Diet when he was asked to recant his writings. His 
reply — after a full day of prayerful deliberation — was this: 
“My conscience is captive to the Word of God. Unless I am 
convinced by the Word of God, I cannot and I will not recant. 
Here I stand. I can do no other. God help me. Amen.” “The 
Word of God . . .” The source and the authority of faith for 
Martin Luther was the Holy Bible, and today we are coming to 
appreciate more fully this heritage of the Sacred Scriptures which 
Catholics, Protestants, and Jews all share. Luther’s proudest 
achievement was the translation of the Bible into the language 
of his people, and nothing but good things can result from the 
emphasis in all churches today on Bible reading and Bible study. 
Luther began the last stanza of his hymn, “A Mighty Fortress 
Is Our God,” with the line, “The Word they still shall let re- 
main.” Ah, yes, if we could but strip away everything else and 
let the Word — the Holy Bible—remain, how much easier it 
would be to resolve difference, to heal schisms, to mend breaks 
and ears, and to fulfill the prayer of JESUS Christ that all His 
believers might be one. “The Word they still shall let re- 
main...” No wonder that late great Jesuit and renowned leader 
in the Ecumenical Movement, Father Gustav Weigel, directed 
that this hymn of Martin Luther be sung at his funeral. 

Today much of Luther’s native Germany is under Com- 
munist control, and people there are being told that Luther 
favored such a totalitarian state, just as, a few years ago and 
with equal inaccuracy, William L. Shirer in his book, “The 
Decline and Fall of the Third Reich,” explained Adolf Hitler’s 
hypnotic influence on the German people of the 1930s as a re- 
sult of the Great Reformer’s alleged anti-semitism and political 
absolutism. Now it is true that during his lifetime Martin Luther 
could have gathered enough political strength to push his op- 
ponents into the sea. But it is also true that he steadfastly re- 
fused to become a political figure seeking political power, a fact 
which must prove very disappointing today to those power-ob- 
sessed people in both the East and the West for whom political 
acumen and achievement is the only touchstone of a man’s worth. 
It is no accident that the martyred anti-Nazi hero of the World 
War II German resistance, Dietrich Bonhoeffer, was a Lutheran 
pastor. Martin Luther did want men to be free, socially free of 
exploitation in the market-place and in the shop, politically free 
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to elect their own leaders, and religiously free to worship God 
according to the dictates of their own conscience. But Martin 
Luther was no enemy of constituted authority. His vigorous 
protests with which he repeatedly confronted both the princes 
and the peasants of his day because of their violent disregard of 
God’s law and of the rights of other people are a matter of 
record. 

Nor was he an enemy of a united church. The outstanding 
Roman Catholic authority on church history, Professor Karl 
Adam of Tuebingen University, in a book which bears the “Nihil 
Obstat” of the papal legate and the “Imprimatur” of Boston's 
own Cardinal Cushing gives this judgment of Martin Luther: 
“His basic intention remained directed toward the healing of the 
old church; it was directed toward her renewal, not toward her 
dissolution and destruction.’’ Of course, Luther didn’t succeed, 
but someone else has. Says Dean F. Thomas Trotter of Cali- 
fornia’s Claremont School of Theology, “If we think function- 
ally of someone who opened up the church to reform, the closest 
to Martin Luther has been Pope John.” If John XXIII had been 
the pope 450 years ago instead of Leo X, it just could have hap- 
pened, as Professor Adam suggests to his fellow Roman Cath- 
olics, that Martin Luther would be today “our great Reformer, 
our true man of God, our teacher and leader, comparable to 
Thomas Acquinas and Francis of Assissi. He would have been 
the greatest saint of our people, the refounder of the Church 
in Germany, a second Boniface . . .” 

Surely all this gives support to the judgment of Yale Uni- 
versity’s Lutheran historian Jaroslav Pelikan in calling the Re- 
formation a “tragic necessity.” It had to happen; and it’s a 
tragedy that it did. But today, in this 450th anniversary year 
of the Reformation, that tragedy, by the grace of God and 
through the efforts of men of good will, is being changed into 
triumph, a triumph of understanding and mutual respect, of 
brotherhood and peace and love. In our 329 June Day celebra- 
tions many blows have been struck for liberty. Please God one 
has been struck here today for unity, hastening the time our 
hearts as well as our feet will be in step when as a single com- 


pany we march forward together, one army of the one and only 
Lord our God.

Governor Votre: Thank you very much. Captain Com- 
manding Graham, John Riley, Reverend Clergy, the other retir- 
ing officers, New Captain Commanding Ralph DeStefano, the 
other newly-elected officers, Consul Selby, Lieutenant Neunteufel, 
Past Commanders, my comrades, and friends: I am genuinely 
honored once again to have this opportunity to respond to the 
toast, “The Commonwealth of Massachusetts”, and especially 
on this historic organization’s 329th birthday, an anniversary 
unmatched by any other American military unit. 

I certainly want to thank Lieutenant Neunteufel for this 
beautiful bound book from the Governor of Vienna and tell him 
that we appreciate it very much. 

I trust that you will bring back my appreciation to His Ex- 
cellency. I certainly want at this time, before going any further, 
to say to Captain Commanding Leo Graham that it has been a 
great privilege for me to serve as Commanding Officer during 
his reign as Captain Commanding. He has been a truly Christian 
gentleman, a man that you and I can be very proud of. 

Congratulations. (Applause) 

Governor Votre: I was extremely proud of the Company 
today — proud, as always, to march with you and, I might say, 
In top hat and heavy morning coat. 

Although just a few of us are beginning to show our age, 
the Company is still a crack-looking corps. I must admit, how- 
ever, that I doubt if I will accept General Quigley's offer to 
join our historic YD and spend two weeks in the field.

LizuTeNANT Eirmar NEUNTEUFEL: Thank you, gentlemen. 
Hochwuerden, Eure Exzellenz Gouverneur Volpe, Herr Kom- 
mandant meine herren frueheren Kommandanten meine herren. 

And now in your American language — (Applause) 

LreuTenanr NEuNTEUFEL: I am delighted beyond all meas- 
ure to be here as your invited guest from Vienna, Austria. The 
splendid gesture of your distinguished company in reaching down 
to invite a grateful but humble First Lieutenant of Austria to be 
a guest, instead of the usual practice of seeking and inviting only 
officers of admiral or general rank, clearly demonstrates the most 
friendly and democratic philosophy of each and every one of 
you. Boston is truly a wonderful place. (Applause) 

LizuTENANT NEUNTEUFEL: My admission to Boston, how- 
ever, was not without its serious misgivings as to the hospitality 
of you Bostonians. Well, where in the world would a guest be 
greeted, upon debarking from a plane, with the announcement: 
“Now you're going to get a shot”? , 

I now know that a “shot” means two different things in 
Boston. One is a liquid beverage, which I would have rather 
enjoyed as hospitable; the other, a shot in the arm for typhoid 
fever, 

Now, gentlemen, I am no braver than any one of you. In 
fact, perhaps I am a little more of a “timid chicken” when it 
comes to inoculations. Yet, being an Austrian officer, I was de- 
termined not to show you Yankees any semblance of fear. 

Yet, while walking upstairs to the Public Health Office, my 
mind was on “What kind of huge needle am I going to be shot 
with?” Actually, gentlemen, and Your Excellency, the Public 
Health medical man was kind, considerate, and courteous, and, 
I must say, very competent and gentle, indeed. 
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Gentlemen, I came, of course, to see and know how you 
Americans, you Bostonians, live. Believe me— you live very 
excellently, indeed. Your Commander, Colonel Graham, plus 
your Lieutenant Elias and General Coyne, your Adjutant, in- 
troduced me to several delightful American meals. 

Firstly, American blueberry pancakes covered with enor- 
mous quantities of whipped butter for a morning breakfast at 
this beautiful hotel. Then your ‘‘Pier 4” on the beautiful water- 
front for lunch. What sumptuous food. Lobster Newburg fin- 
ished off with your famous Boston Indian pudding —a feast fit 
for the crown heads of our former Franz Joseph Dynasty. 

Gentlemen, I do not rise to be an orator, a Demosthenes. 
or an oracle on world conditions. I leave that to your very 
excellent Governor Volpe, who, I understand, is not only a 
superb speaker, but perhaps a future Vice-President of your 
United States of America. (Applause) 

LieuTeNANT NEUNTEUFEL: It is, for me, a tremendous honor 
to bring to you all and your Governor the sincere greetings of 
the President of our Federal Republic of Austria and the Com- 
mander-in-Chief of our Austrian Armed Forces, President Franz 
Jonas, as well as the greetings of Dr. Schmidt and Major Palla 
of the Austrian Officers Reserve Association of Austria, both 
of whom you all met on your trip to Vienna last fall. 

Naturally, my greatest joy is bringing to you the greetings 
of the Austrian Officers Corps, all of whom have the very fondest 
memories of your Company’s recent visit to our beautiful Vienna. 
Please return. 

Your Excellency, Governor Volpe, we Viennese have the 
greatest respect for this Ancient and Honorable Artillery Com- 
pany of Massachusetts as gentlemen and officers of very good 
will. They were excellent good will ambassadors, each and 
every one, 

When I left Vienna, all the people told me repeatedly: 
“Don’t forget to remind our American friends of the fact that we 
shall never forget what they have done for us during our most 
difficult and distressing war years —- firstly, as liberators, and, 
secondly, as friends after the war.” (Applause) 

Lirutenant NeunTEuFEL: Gentlemen, we Austrians know 
as well as you that eternal vigilance is the price of freedom. 
And freedom and friendship we Austrians intend to enjoy 
through all the future years with the United States of America 
in peace and harmony. 

This distinguished company of yours has, down through 
the centuries, carved an enviable record of service and patriotism 
to your state and nation. Gentlemen, may it always be so. Keep 
your banners high. (Applause) 
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LIEUTENANT NEUNTEUFEL: Finally, gentlemen, the Gov- 
ernor of Vienna has requested me to present to your Governor, 
His Excellency, John Anthony Volpe, this book, “Eternal Vien- 
na”, bearing his personal signature as Governor of Vienna. 

And now, Your Excellency, I present this book to you.

Leo Graham and your new Captain Commanding, Ralph De- 
Stefano, on behalf of the Armed Forces — the Army, Navy, Air 
Force, Marine Corps, and the Coast Guard — we are very hon- 
ored to be invited to your most most auspicious ceremony. In 
considering the date of the founding of this Ancient and Hon- 
orable Artillery Company, all our military organizations are 
stepchildren of yours. 

I can only say, “Amen”, to the remarks of His Excellency, 
Governor Volpe of Massachusetts. The sentiments are those of 
us all and the prayers of all those in the Armed Forces, I am 
sure.
